Churchill May 


To Decide Whether to Split R. A. F. 


Soon Be Forced 


Lord Beaverbrook Pressing for Division of 
Air Force Between Army and Navy—Op- 
position to This in Parliament.

LONDON, Dec. 12. 

HETHER the Royal Air 

Force shall remain a single, 
united air arm or divided be- 
tween the army and navy, as fa- 
vored by Lord Beaverbrook, Air- 
craft Production Minister, is an 
issue that has assumed the propor- 
tions of a governmental storm in 
Britain. 

Certain members of Parliament, 
seeking assurance that the R. A. F. 
will continue to maintain its sepa- 
rate identity, put the question in 
Tuesday's parliamentary debate. 
Unfortunately, the Government 
failed in its attempts to stave off 
th» storm, or at least to allow it to 
blow itself out in secret session, 
and it is likely the question will be 
up again shortly. 

The debate has: revealed publicly 
what has been known for some 
time—that Lord Beaverbrook has 
ag urging a division of the R. A. 

F., principally by first handing over 
control of the coastal command to 
the navy. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s opponents in 
Parliament say he is anxious to 
divide the R. A. F. between the 
army and navy, to place himself, as 
the supplier to these forces, in a po- 
sition of greater power, with the 
ultimate object of becoming Minis- 
ter of Priorities. This, they say, 
would enable him virtually to dic- 
tate policy to all of the three serv- 
ice ministries. 

Churchill’s Comment. 

Churchill was asked on Tuesday 
whether, in view of the excellent 
relations between the Royal Navy 
and the R. A. F., he would take 
steps “to make an end of the news- 
paper intrigues in this connection, 
and particularly in those newspa- 
pers controlled by Lord Beaver- 
brook.” He replied that he had no 
control over the press, but on fur- 
ther questioning said that he 
thought he could exercise control 
over his colleagues in the Cabinet.

Simi- 
larly, when Coventry, Southampton 
and London were attacked in great 
force, total German strength was 
available.

That the Germans launched their

life insurance since Charles Evans Hughes zealously 
dug out the ugly, costly, uneconomic practices cur- 
rent in 1907 is about to be issued to the millions of 
| among the American people. 


Exchange Commission, two and a half years in the 
making, which has been submitted to the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, the highly useful cre- 
ation of Congress that has produced so much in- 
formation on how our business system operates. 
It is difficult to conceive of a business so vast 
as that which this summary describes—assets of 28 
billion dollars, yearly income of five billion dollars, 
multiplication in assets by more than 800 per cent 
since Mr. Hughes removed the veil for the historic 
Armstrong Insurance Committee, interlocking direc- 
torates with the great banking, financial, industrial 
and real estate organizations. 

This tremendous growth in life insurance assets 
has had a most important effect on the economic 
structures of the country. It has meant that more 
and more savings have gone into life insurance com- 
panies. As the companies have necessarily sterilized 
a large part of these savings, this wealth is prevented 
from going into new business. Thus, at the same 
time life insurance companies hold funds which they 
find it hard to use profitably, business men in need 
of new capital lack a reserve which would help both 
them and business. 

But the report has other sides. It deals not only 
with the largeness of life insurance, its astounding 
growth, its effect on the financial organization of 
the United States. The'report deals also with the 
things which are sorely out of joint in life insur- 
ance. 

“It deals, according to the summary, with the main- 
tenance by the companies of strong lobbies, with 
money to spend, for the killing of legislation which 
life insurance executives may not want. Such an 
instance of this is fresh in memory here in Mis- 
souri—employment by the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents of James C. Jones, St. Louis 
lawyer, to lobby against passage at Jefferson City 
of a resolution looking to the establishment of low- 
cost insurance on the successful Brandeis plan, now 
in operation in Massachusetts and New York. 

The report deals with industrial insurance, which 
it calls “the most expensive form of life insurance 
which the companies have devised.” Asserting that 
this type of insurance has “failed in its purpose,” 
}the summary says that industrial insurance is sold 
“by high pressure and overbearing sales methods 
which result in an uneconomic maldistribution of 
policies.” 

This same high-pressure salesmanship, the sum- 
mary says, results in the lapses of many policies 
which should not be sold in the first place—lapses 
which mean that the policyholder gets virtually noth- 
ing for his premium, a large share of which goes to 
the salesman as his commission. These lapses, waste- 
ful and uneconomic, are an important source of in- 
come to life insurance companfes in general. 

Elimination of rate competition by means of “inter- 
company agreements and ‘gentlemen’s understand- 
ings,’” the not always disinterested control of com- 
pany election machinery by self-perpetuating boards 
of directors, the reinsurance of companies by big- 
fee-secking promoters whose operations result in the 
costly merger of assets—such malpractices as these 
are reported. Still another is the misuse of policy- 
holders’ funds by officers who may place relatives, 
friends or business associates on the payroll at fan- 
tastic salaries, and change mutual companies into 
stock companies and vice versa as it suits their pri- 
vate purposes. 

This report is going to cause a great howl when it 
comes out. The sacrosanct insurance business is 
going to charge that the Federal Government is set- 
ting the stage for national regulation of life insur- 
ance. It is going to appeal to the country for pro- 
tection in the name of free private enterprise. 

All that protesting will be unwise. If the insur- 
ance companies know what their policyholders, in 
rapidly increasing numbers, are thinking, they will 
quit yelping and put their houses in order. They 
will cut out those practices which have brought them 
criticism. They will provide life insurance at fair 
costs which the rank and file can afford to pay. 
They will quit the disgraceful blood money business 
of industrial insurance and put in its place a serv- 
ice they need not be ashamed of. 

If the companies don’t take remedial action, they 
will not only have to face Federal regulation, brought 
on by their own misdeeds. They will sooner or later 
find themselves in competition with Government 
“yardstick” insurance, and that will be their handi- 
work no less than Federal electric power is the 
handiwork of gouging public utilities. 

The life insurance companies still have time. The 
question is, Will they use it? . 
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It is fog, not smog, in St. Louis today. 
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A PHILOSOPHER RESIGNS IN PARIS. 

The exile of Albert Einstein, Thomas Mann and 
many other distinguished Germans is an old tragedy. 
Now it appears that France—Vichy France—is to 
have stories of that kind of its own. Henri Bergson, 
whose “Creative Evolution” created great excitement 
in the world of philosophy 33 years ago, has refused 
the exemption offered him by the Petain Government 
from the application of the new anti-Semitic laws 
and has resigned from the College of France in Paris 
as a protest. 

Fascist France recognized Bergson’s great “lit- 
erary and artistic services to the nation” and was 
willing to make an exception in his case. But the 
old philosopher, now in his eighty-second year, would 
have none of it. A thinker who has so long opposed 
the mechanical conception of life could not accept 
the robotism of Fascist rule. :

A MANDATE TO END THE “FUNERAL RACKET.” 

A Missouri Supreme Court decision of yesterday 
makes it mandatory that the Legislature, at its ses- 
sion opening next month, pass the long-needed law 
to regulate burial societies, if such organizations are 
to continue in existence in this State. 

The high court’s ruling declares unconstitutional 
the 1917 law under which these societies have flour- 
ished, and thus knocks the legal props out from 
under them. ‘The law gave the societies the privi- 
leges conferred upon benevolent, religious, scientific, 
fraternal or education societies, which they emphat- 
ically are not, as the court points out. All of them 
are profit-making enterprises; some have been 
found to be in ghoulish rackets. 

The burial societies are actually in the insurance 
business. In return for regular payment of premi- 
ums, they agree to provide a fyneral on the mem- 
ber’s death. However, unliké insurance companies, 
these societies are not regulated in Missouri. Their 
books are not examined. No deposits of reserves are 
required. They pay no capital stock tax, Further- 
more, their contracts have no cash value; when pre- 
mium payments stop, the whole amount is lost. Pay- 
ments are not made in cash, but in undertakers’ serv- 
ices. 

Hearings last year showed that 68 such societies 
existed in the State, with 700,000 paying members, 
most of them among the bottom income groups. The 
Better Business Bureau and the American Legion 
at various times have denounced the practices of 
some societies as a “funeral racket.” Yet the Legis- 
lature has failed to act. One veteran legislator said 
in 1939 that in 30 years at Jefferson City he had 
never “seen as many lobbyists as the vultures who 
have been hovering here opposing this bill.” 

The honest burial societies need not fear regula- 
tion, but the dishonest ones will be put out of busi- 
ness by it. Immunity from regulation served no 
purpose except to shield the racketeers, and the 
Supreme Court did a good day’s business by tearing 
away that protection. 

Now it is up to the Legislature to act, and also 
up to the public to see that the proper sort of regu- 
lation is written into the law.

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A WELL-KNOWN SPECIES IN PERIL. 

The poets and other patronizing males have been 
talking about “the weaker sex” almost from the day 
of that fruit course in the Garden of Eden. Now 
the Census Bureau comes along with figures that 
make the adjective applicable instead to the allegedly 
superior gender, figures that will probably result 
in magazine articles with such titles as “The Male 
Sex at the Crossroads.” 

There have always been several million more men 
than women in this country, but the security of 
mere numbers is ebbing fast. More boys than girls 
are still being born, the Census Bureau says, but 
immigration, always predominantly masculine, has 
ceased, and the male death rate exceeds the female 
rate by an alarming degree. In 1920, there were 
2,090,242 more men than women in the United States, 
but by 1930, the margin had fallen to 1,499,114, and 
it is now being reduced by nearly 100,000 per year, so 
the 1940 census figures will probably show an excess 
of only about a half-million. The Census Bureau 
statement remarks flatly, “Women now live three 
years longer than men.” 

The Census Bureau’s tone is calm, but its figures 
are clearly a warning of crisis. Just consider the 
auk, the dodo and the woolly rhinoceros. There was 
no Census Bureau on hand in their day, to study 
trends and make reports, so before anyone knew what 
was going on, those species were extinct. A con- 
certed movement took the American bison in hand 
and saved it from extinction—will less be done now 
for that interesting domesticated species, the human 
male? There’s the next goal ahead of the conserva- 
tionists, and the cause ought to be enthusiastically 
supported.

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MECHANIZATION GETS AROUND TO ‘REVEILLE. 

Use of the bugle. for rousing military men dates 
back to the Hebrew warriors at Jericho, to ancient 
Rome and, according to some authorities, even to 
the Bronze Age. Since warfare has gone mechanical, 
it was high time for something to be done about 
that relic of primitive combat, and at last it has 
been done. The news dispatch does not mention 
the modernizer’s name, but he is a Sergeant of the 
Headquarters Company, 174th Infantry, at Fort 
Dix, N. J.. who has wired every tent and installed 
a buzzer in each.

AMINE and pestilence are on the march 
in Europe in this second winter of this 
second World War. They will not come 
to the belligerents, but to the innocent vic- 
tims of the war. Particularly will famine 
come to Finland, Belgium, Norway, Holland 
and Central Poland, which fought and suf- 
fered for the Allied cause. Of these 37,000,- 
000 people, more than 15,000,000 are children. 
Their normal supplies are stopped by the 
German occupation on one side and the 
British blockade on the other. Unless some 
sort of method can be set up with the bel- 
ligerent governments by which aid may be 
extended to these victim nations, the world 
will witness this winter a death roll from 
famine far greater than during all the four 
years of the last World War. It will witness 
the death or stunting of millions of children 
who surely have a right to live. Death will 
come to the weaker in the men and women, 
This problem has been under debate in 
all parts of the world during the past few 
months. No man or group of men can end 
this question by saying, ‘‘Hush, hush.” Nor 
can it be ended by emotional controversy 
over who has the responsibility for this 
situation. My views upon that subject are 
probably as strong as those of anyone. But 
the starving people will be there just the 
same. 
Therefore, we had better calmly explore 
the cold, hard facts and seek for remedy. 
? - ” * 


When the food supply falls to famine 
levels, people don’t lie down and die from 
starvation. Long before they get to that 
point, their physical resistance is so low- 
ered by malnutrition that they die of dis- 
ease. The children weaken first, the women 
and the old men next. The common cold 
turns to pneumonia. Influenza seems to be- 
come very much more deadly. Typhoid and 
smallpox are more prevalent because of low- 
ered resistance. Typhus always appears. 

But beyond contagious disease and death 
are the stunted bodies and debilitated minds 
of the children—that is the generation we 
next have to live with. 

Relief is a tedious and heartbreaking job. 
But in this fight against famine in any na- 
tion, there rises the highest devotion of a 
race. For it is a fight to save the race. 

The world has had experience with this 
problem under precisely the same conditions 
that exist today. 
for Relief of Belgium was created under my 
direction. It secured permissions from the 
British to operate through the blockade and 
guarantees from the Germans. It operated 
for four years in relief of 10,000,000 people. 

Every pound of food was receipted and 
accounted fgr to its final destination. Over 
all were the American and other neutral 
supervisors and protectors. The first pur- 
pose of organization was an ironclad sys- 
tem by which none but Belgians or French 
could even touch the food. And no food 
could escape without its being known. 

Over 11 billion pounds of food was im- 
ported to Belgium through the blockade 
during that war and distributed, together 
with the domestic food. Nearly $900,000,000 
was spent. None of this food went to 
the Germans. Where there were occa- 
sional infractions, it was replaced from Ger- 
man stocks under agreement. I can say 
this unhesitatingly, and there is the proof 
of it in a great series of reports and books.

“1, The Germans to agree: (a) To take 
none of the domestic produce of these peo- 
ple. (b) To furnish an equivalent of any 
food already taken. (c) To permit imports 
from Russia and the Balkan states. (d) To 
allow free passage of ships without attack. 
(e) To permit adequate control of distribu- 
tion by the organization. 

“2. The British to agree that ships carry- 
ing cargoes solely of food for these people 
should be allowed to pass their blockade so 
long as the guarantees are fulfilled. 

“3. The de facto or fugitive governments 
of Finland, Holland, Belgium, Norway and 
Poland should finance such an organization 
with their resources in the United States 
and elsewhere—which are considerable.” 

There are people who refuse to believe 
that agreements can be formulated that will 
not result in feeding the Germans, 

This plan happens to be in Germany’s self- 
interest to the extent that such relief pre- 
vents a cesspool of contagious disease with 
dangers of their own infection. 

To the British, there is a measure of self- 
interest in the fact that it preserves the 
good will of millions of the nationals of 
these little nations. And theré is a more 
direct interest. If these people are not fed, 
their skilled workmen, to protect themselves 
and their families, will accept jobs in Ger- 
many to make munitions, for there they will 
be both paid and fed. 

— * * 

Those who are timid about the Germans’ 
seizing the food under these circumstances 
could bear in mind one protecting circum- 
stance. The total stock of imported food 
under such an operation would not exceed 
140,000 tons in all these countries at any one 
time. About this amount is necessary in 
order to maintain regularity in distribution. 
But as Germany consumes 1,400,000 tons a 
month, if the Germans seized it all, it would 
be only a three-day supply. And if they 
seized it, then the operation necessarily and 
automatically ends. - 

Therefore, the danger amounts at most to 
prolonging the food life of Germany by 
three days. And Germany seems to have 
enough food to live for years, anyway. 

It is true America is not in this war. We 
have no right to dictate its policies. But we 
are daily asked to aid in “every way short 
of war.” Many Americans will have little 
enthusiasm for this support if this war is 
to be fought on the basis that not even an 
attempt is to be made for the saving of 
these people. 

In the final analysis, those whose fates we 
are sa ay As ee of children. Yet 
some woul itary gains or losses 
are to be calculated in terms of their life 
or death. Nor am I oblivious to the suffer- 
ing children of other nations. But does that 
justify the abandonment of these? Should 
Americans decide that these millions of 
children and women are to be a sacrifice 
that must be made to protect America in 
this war?

We no longer eat the less refined 
foods of our forefathers, for “dur- 
ing the past 50 years our environ- 
ment has become limited to the 
grocery store and the drug store. 
Our natural foods are packaged 
and devitalized and the vital ele- 
ments are concentrated and sold 
in the drug store. How are we to 
know what to buy from the grocer 
and what we should get from our 
druggist?” 

The answer, he went on, lies in 
further studies to determine ex- 
actly how much of the known vita- 
mins are in various foods, and how 
much of each is necessary for 
health. 

Concentrated forms of vitamins 
may be used effectively in clinical 
cases and emergencies, but Dr. El- 
vehjem gave warning against using 
such products merely because they 
are concentrated, or obtaining a 
high degree of concentration by 
eliminating other beneficial fac- 
tors. 

Mixtures of natural concentrates 
and synthetic vitamins may have 
some value in some cases, he said, 
but in other cases it is objection- 
able. “We must watch out for the 
introduction of one vitamin out of 
all proportion to the others merely 
because it happens to be relative- 
ly cheap,” he said. 

There is no fundamental objec- 
tion to the adding of synthetic 
vitamins to natural foods, such as 
the addition of vitamin D in milk, 
although the addition of a single 
synthetic vitamin cannot restore 
all the food factors frequently re- 
moved when foods are processed, 
he said. Moreover, he concluded, 
since the addition of synthetic vita- 
mins increases the cost of the 
foods, making them less accessible 
to the population needing them 
most, the “most logical approach 
appears to be controlled vitamin 
content of foods,” just as the fat 
content of milk is controlled by 
law.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
General Motors Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday its defense or- 
ders so far totaled $400,000,000 and 
at the same time disclosed plans 
for a big production of Diesel en- 
gines, armaments, trucks and allied 


equipment. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., chairman of 
the corporation, said in a letter to 
stockholders the defense program 
entailed an investment by General 
Motors of about $100,000,000, includ- 
ing additional working capital re- 
quirements. This is apart from 
plant facilities being provided’ by 
the Government. 

In addition to Allison airplane 
engines, which account for two- 
fifths of the total defense orders, 
said Sloan, General Motors is “pro- 
ducing or preparing to produce 
Diesel engines for the navy, ma- 
chine guns for the army, trucks 
for the British, Canadian and 
American Governments and a large 
variety of miscellaneous equipment 
including shells, fuses, gun mounts 
and airplane instruments. 

Citing surveys which have indi- 
cated that only about 10 to 15 per 
cent of the facilities of an automo- 
bile plant can be used in turning 
out specialized defense material, 
Sloan said the motor industry’s 
greatest contribution to the defense 
program was “by reason of its 
knowledge of production techniques 
and processes of manufacture.” 
Important items in the corpora- 
tion’s defense orders were classi- 
fied as follows: Allison airplane 
engines, $164,800,000; Diesel engines, 
$46,400,000; machine guns, $61,400,- 
000; shells, $9,500,000; airplane 
equipment, $7,000,000; trucks, $20,- 
000,000; miscellaneous, $35,000,000. 
Sloan disclosed that current pro- 
duction of Allison engines was at 
the rate of 350 a month with fur- 
ther expansion under way. 
General Motors Canadian plants 
are working on $60,300,000 of orders 
for British and Canadian account.

Glassco Says Liquor Must Be 
Removed From Tables at 
Time Sales Are Stopped. 


Police were instructed by Chief 
of Police John H. Glassco today to 
warn all operators of taverns and 
bars that drinking, as well as the 
sale of liquor, will not be permitted 
in their places after midnight Sat- 
urdays. 

Issuance of the instructions fol- 
lows the statement yesterday of 
Albert Bond Lambert, president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 
that the police, in requiring strict 


lobservance of the liquor laws, would 
ignore the ruling of State Liquor 
Control Supervisor C. Roy Noel 
that taverns would be permitted to 
remain open 45 minutes after mid- 
night to allow customers to con- 
sume drinks purchased before the 
deadline. 

Chief Glassco also instructed po- 
lice to ‘notify tavern owners that 
liquor must be removed from the 
bar and tables promptly on the 
deadline and that “all liquor ex- 
posed to view will be covered up in 
such a manner that it will not in- 
duce a sale or possession.” 

The order, Glassco declared, also 
applies to hotels, restaurants and 
other places that remain open after 
the deadline to serve food. He 
said the regulation would cover 
other days of the week, following 
the 1:30 a. m. closing hour. 

Noel said today in Jefferson City 
that he made the ruling extending 
the Saturday closing hour 45 min- 
utes because “I thought it was 
wanted in St. Louis.” 

“Tlf the St. Louis police don’t 
want to extend the time it is all 
right with me,” Noel declared, “and 
I will co-operate with them 100 per 
cent in enforcing a strict midnight 
closing.” 

Lambert and Excise Commission- 
er Phelim O’Toole both criticised 
Noel’s ruling yesterday as being 
contrary to the State liquor laws, 
which, they said, not only prohibit 
the sale of liquor after midnight 
Saturdays, but also forbids con- 
sumption of. drinks in taverns 
after the dead line. 

Miss Trixie Hicks, operator of 
the Hollywood Tavern, 6414 North 
Broadway, was arrested early today 
and booked, suspected of posses- 
sing intoxicating liquor at the tav- 
ern, which is licensed for the sale 
of 3.2 beer only. Police said they 
found five men in her tavern at 
1:35 a. m. who appeared to be 
drinking highballis.

STELLE TO ASK ASSEMBLY 
FOR $30,250,000 FOR RELIEF 


Illinois Governor Says Funds Are 
Needed If Aid Is to Continue 
Beyond Jan. 15. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. 12 
(AP).—Immediate deficiency ap- 
propriations for relief and old age 
assistance totaling $30,250,000 will 
be asked of the Sixty-second Gen- 


eral Assembly when it convenes on 
Jan. 8, Gov. John Stelle said yes- 
terday. 

The Governor informed the State 
Budgetary Commission that the 
Legislature must pass emergency 
appropriations if relief and old age 
assistance payments are to be con- 
tinued beyond Jan. 15. 

He added, however, that “the 
State Treasury will be in shape to 
take care of the added cost from 
the general revenue fund without 
showing a deficit.” 

The Legislature could not com- 
plete action upon the request until 
after the inauguration of Governor- 
elect Dwight H. Green Jan. 13. 
Under normal] legislative procedure, 
the shortest time in which a bill 
can be passed is five days.

After the baby was burned, 
she said, the wire had been cov- 
ered with adhesive tape and ran 
outside of the box. 

Dr. Anthony Merklin; intern, tes- 
tified the baby was born prema- 
turely and its condition was re- 
corded as “critical” because it nev- 
er gained weight. Diarrhea and im- 
petigo were given at the hospital 
as causes of the infant’s death, the 
burn being listed as a contributory 
cause. The intern and nurses who 
were in charge of the baby when 
it was burned will be summoned 
to the inquest Tuesday.

The department said that about 
100 persons, including representa- 
tives of 30 baking companies oper- 
ating in the Philadelphia, Atlantic 
City, N. J., and Wilmington, Del., 
trade area, would be called to tes- 
tify.

CARVING AN MI 


Sharp Knife, Well Prepared! 
Bird and Practice Make 
Perfect. 


Carving is an art which every 
head of family should acquire and 
master. Certainly few holiday sit- 
uations can equal the tragedy of a 
golden brown bird, roasted to a turn 
and then made into a shambles by 
an inexpert carver wearing the look 
of puzzled bewilderment. 
Good carving requires practice 
and good implements. A knife with 
a narrow pliable blade and a two- 
tined fork are prime requisites. A 
knowledge of the skeletal structure 
is likewise important, and a plat- 
ter large enough to accommodate 
the sliced meat is of material aid 
to the carver. 
Remove Drumstick. 
The bird, whether turkey, hen or 
capon is placed with the breast to 
the carver’s left. Standing or sit- 
ting while carving is a matter of 
choice. The drumstick is the first 
portion to be removed. This is done 
by placing the knife between the 
thigh and body and cutting through 
the skin around the leg from left 
to right. The bird is held in posi- 
tion by placing the fork astride the 
breast or keelbone. Bend the leg 
back and at the same time cut 
smoothly through the skin down to 
the joint. Force leg away from the 
body to dislocate the hip joint. 
Find the socket and with the point 
of the knife and sever thigh from 
the back. Remove wing using the 
same technique. 
Separate drumstick from thigh. 
Remove meat from drumstick by 
circling and slicing downward, A 
paper frill on the drumstick will 
make handling easier during this 
operation. The thigh meat is re- 
moved in muscles which are then 
sliced across the grain, holding the 
knife at a 45 degree angle. If the 
wing is served it is divided into two 
pieces, 
Cut slices of breast meat begin- 
ning where the wing was removed, 
and slicing downward from. the 
keelbone. Slice in a plane that will 
yield the largest thin slices possi- 
ble and try to have a bit of crisp 
brown skin on each slice. Hach 
slice should lie in place until it is 
transferred to the guest’s plate. 
Carve one side of the bird before 
beginning the other. 
Preparation Important. 

Some of the successful results in 
carving begin with the purchase 
and preparation of the bird. A 
turkey should have the leg tendons 
removed. The neck should be dis- 
jointed at the shoulder and removed 
but the skin left intact. Removing 
the coveted “wish-bone” will make 
carving the breast meat easier. 
Satisfactory trussing and the cor- 
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lege and wings. Some epicures 
consider the wing the choice 
Remove the leg and wing as in 
the turkey. ‘The thigh joint lies 
very near the backbone 


kitchen before the bird 

on the platter. 

To carve the breast begin as in 
the turkey, just above the wing 
joint with the knife parallel to the 
keel of the breast bone. Push the 
knife straight down to the breast 
bone. Turn blade slightly so that 
the meat is loosened. It may —* 
easily lifted from the bone. Con- 
tinue to cut in these parallel slices 
up to the keel bone.

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In St. Louis, where there was a 
population decrease of 1 per cent, 
from 821,960 in 1929 to 813,748 in 
1939, the number. of retail stores 
increased from 12,218 in 1929 and 
12,404 in 1985 to 13,289 in 1939. 

Food stores led in the number 
of establishments in the State, 
with 14,126 in 1939. The other lead- 
ing groups in their order of rank- 
ing were eating and drinking 
places, 9649; filling stations, 9499; 
apparel, 2615, and lumber, build- 
ing and hardware, 2563. 

The number of liquor stores sell- 
ing package goods increased from 
121 in 1935 to 335 in 1939. Sales 
increased from $2,313,000 to $7,320,- 
000. In 1929 there were no such 
legal stores. The 4257 drinking 
places in the State reported sales 
of $31,193,000 in 1939; in 1935, 3053 


COSTS SLIGHTLY HIGHER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12-—Living 
costs for St. Louis wage earners 
and lower-salaried clerical workers 
rose slightly from September to 
October, the monthly survey of the 
Conference Board reveals. The rise 
amounted to 0.3 per cent. 

Largest percentage increase was 
2.6 per cent for fuel and light, 
caused by an increase in the cost of 
coal. Food costs rose 0.1 per cent, 
housing 0.5 per cent, while clothing 
was the only item to decline, drop- 
ping 0.1 per cent. The general in- 
dex showed a rise of 1.2 per cent 
over the cost of living in October, 
1939.
